Subject.— Import policy for items for which an interim policy was originally 
announced vide Annexure II to Public Notice No. 67-ITC(PN)/59 dated the 
30th. September, 1959, 


No. 122-lTC(PN)/59. —Attention of importers is invited to Annexure II to 
Public Notice No. S7-lTC(PN)/50 dated the 30th September, 1959, in which an 
interim policy for the licensing period October, 1959—March, 1960, was announc¬ 
ed for certain items detailed in that annexure. The policy for these items has 
now been Anally reviewed and is hereby announced as detailed in the Apiiendix 
to this Public Notice. The order followed in this Appendix is the same as adopt¬ 
ed in Section II of the current Red Book. 


2. Where licences against applications made have not yet been granted, these 
will now be issued on the basis of enhanced quotas as now announced in the 
Appendix to this Public Notice. In cases, however, where licences on the basis 
of interim quotas have already been issued, the importers should present those 
licences together with necc.ssary treasury challans, wherever applicable, to the 
licensing authorities concerned for necessary amendments. 


3 In the case of ‘oaper’ falling under S, No. 159 (a)/IV and Surgical instru¬ 
ments falling under Sr, No. 93-94(e)/V. it has been provided that additional 
licences will be granted to Established Imnorters, Applications for these addi¬ 
tional licences may be made in the prescribed form and manner so as to reach 
the licensing authorities concerned by the 31st January. 1960, In the case of 
these items, the basic Quota licences will continue to be issued on the quota 
already announced on the interim basis. 

4 No chiwiee has been made in the import policy for 'Fruits dried, salted or 
preterved a^forts n^s. excluding dates’ (S. No. 21(aUii)/IV), Hops (R, No. 
41/rV) writing paper other than note naper, writing pads a^ envelopes (S, No. 
IseialAvi, pHnting paper etc, (S, No. 167-158/IV) and Filter paper (S. No. 
T59(b)/IV). In respect of these items the import pohey as announced on an 
Interim basis has been continued unchanged.
